Personally, we have a very 
high regard for Mrs. Lillian 
Schubert. We have known 
her, her husband and their 


two fine children for several. 


years. Her general pleasant 
attitude in serving the gen- 
eral publi¢ in the city hall 
has endeared her to many 
people. Naturally, there is 
much concern among her 
many friends and other ob- 
servers over the situation in 
the city hall. 

It so happens, her employ- 
er has terminated her serv- 
ices. She doesn’t like the 


good job under these circum- 
stances. She is going to use 
every practical legal recourse 


to regain her position, she 
told us yesterday. 
If Mrs. Schubert were 


working for a private con- 
cern and the same situation 
developed, it would not be 
in the news columns. Usually 
a private employer can do 
such things without any ripple 
in the life of a community. 
Since she is employed: with 
public funds the situation is 
different. 

Even though she is paid 
by public funds, the fact re- 
mains someone must be in 
charge of the municipal bus- 
iness and be responsible for 
the administration, of the 
many departments. Elwin 
Alder as city manager, is 
the ‘head man’’, her boss. 

This is the second ‘‘inci- 
dent” involving these two 
people. In February, she was 
advised by Mr. Alder that 
she no longer was a city 
employe. At that time, be- 
ing a ‘‘permanent’’ employe 
in accordance with the city’s 
civil service regulations, 
Mrs. Schubert appealed her 
case to the personnel review 
board. The board ruled the 
discharge was too severe a 
reprimand and _ suggested 
modification. 

The five-man city council 
then ordered Mr. Alder to 
re-hire Mrs. Schubert on a 
sixtmonth * probationary: basis 
and listed c@nditions to Mrs. 
Schubert for her observance 
of direction and _ cordiality 
with other employes. 

At the end of the six month 
probationary period, Mr. Al- 
der advised her she was no 
longer a city employe. 

And that is where the case 
stands. 

We believe that 
it should end. 

Being very capable, a hard 
worker and naturally very 
pleasant, Mrs. Schubert can 
readily’ find employment 
elsewhere.

On Recall Petitions 


City Attorney Henry M 
Busch’s opinion relative to the 
validity of the recall petitions, 
as filed with City Clerk Hazel 
Cassell are given in part, as 
follows: 

= The 1957 Legisla- | 
ture enacted a number of pro- 
cedural changes to the Muni- 
cipal recall provisions of the 
Election Code. The power of 
the Legislature to enact the 
procedural changes cannot be 
challenged. Among these chan- 
ges are the following: 

“Section 11101. A petition de- 
manding the recall of the of-! 
ficer sought to be recalled 
shall be filed with the clerk | 
of the legislative body of the) 
city. The petition shall be 
signed by not less than 25 per- | 
cent of the voters of the city. 
(This change had the effect of 
raising the number of signa- 
tures from 12% to 25%)
